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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Pre Appeal Brief Request (12/01/2005) and claim 
amendments received 12/29/2004. Claims 1-20 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

4. Claims 1-20 (renumbered in order) are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding independent claim 1, as Applicant has noted on page 3, 4 th paragraph through page 4, 
1 st paragraph and page 6, 2 nd paragraph, Susaria, Bracha, and other cited prior arts, taken alone 
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or in combination, fail to disclose, "list generation logic configured to generate said list when 
said specified class has been replaced or when said dependency specification has been modified" 
and "deference logic configured to defer said location, definition and loading of said specified 
class to said peer class loaders in said list." Such limitations are similarly recited in all other 
independent claims, claims 4 and 12. Thus, all remaining dependent claims are allowed.
